commission, and having no time then to 
ascertain all who were so registered, I 
informed Mr. Keating of the Receiving 
Hospital that 1 should like for him to call 
in Drs. Pratt and Olmstead to mako the 
examination in this partlculad case. H» 
told me that he had already made a se- 
lection of physicians to examine the case, 
ond the hour had been set. I assured him 
that I thought he was BOinE beyond his 
prerogative or power in the premises, un- 
der the new law, and while he did not en- 
tertain this position, 1 insisted that my 
position was right, and that I had asked 
Drs Pratt and Olmstead to. be present at 
11 o'clock. Later in the day I discussed 
the matter with Mr. Keating, at which, 
time he had ascertained my position to 
be correct. Our conference- was entirely 
amicable, and I then asked him for the 
present to call in the physicians I had 
named whenever this department was 
called upon to attend to Insanity cases, 
and I asked him in the meantime to kind- 
ly furnish me with tt list of physicians 
properly registered, and eligible to act in 
such cases. Mr. Keating submitted to me 
the names of nineteen physicians so reg- 
Ist'erefl, and I made typewritten, copies 
thereof, and submitted one to each of the 
captains of police, retaining one on file, 
and I instructed the captains in all insan- 
ity cases coming under the jurisdiction, 
of this department to select examining 
physicians from this printed list without 
discrimination or prejudce for any par- 
ticular physicia.n. 
"In this affair I have only desired to do 
my duty under the new law, and there 
ban been no thought of patronage, and 
the physicians themselves would, I be- 
lieve, repel such a suggestion. My con- 
ference, with Mr. Keating disclosed no 
feeling whatever, and I am sure that there 
was no bickering, both Mr. Keating and 
myself desiring to bo sure of our duty in 
the premises. 
"In conclusion I desire to state that 3 
have too h!(rh an estimate of the honor 
and integrity of Oakland physicians to 
think that any one of the entire list would 
connive in any manner against a poor 
unfortunate Insane person, therefore any 
one of the physicians named will be en- 
tirely satisfactory to me.

Senator George C. Perkins reached 


Seattle, Washington, yesterday where 
ho was met by Captain C. M. Goodall of 
this city and both gentlemen had a long 
conference relative to the affairs of the 
Pacific Steamship Company. The Sen- 
ator was busily engaged during the 
day with his various business affairs. 
Later he was interview concerning his 
opposition 
to the measure creating 


Skaguay Bay a sub-port of entry. He 
said: 


"My opposition was made on the 


ground that in the application for the 
creation of the Skaguay Bay sub-port, 
not a single name of an American mer- 
chant or business man appeared. The 
names were those of Canadian business 
men, and were signed in their own in- 
terest in connection with the sailing 
north of the steamship Islander. They 
asked that a special officer accompany 
the vessel to Skaguay Bay, and that 
the goods landed might go through in 
bond to the other side of the Interna- 
tional boundary line. 


"In my protest I hold that there wa» 
no necessity of converting foreign bot- 
toms into coasters, which the transfor- 
mation of Skaguay into a ^ub-port al- 
lows. My opinion Is sustained by the 
opinions of the Commissioner of Navi- 
gation and by the Solicitor of the Trea- 
sury Department, neither of whom be- 
lieved 
that the privilege should be 
granted. The matter, however, came 
up at a Cabinet meeting at which time 
a dispatch came form Secretary Foster 
on the subject of the sealing matter 
contributed Its interest, und which un- 
doubtedly had Its weight in the grant-

"Previous to this Cabinet meeting I 
had called on Secretary of tne Treasury 
Gage and discussed the creation of a 
sub-port at Bkaguay Bay tn accordance 
with the application of the Canadians, 
protesting at what I considered a blow 
at American interests.

.Those In this class are conservative, 
and as a rule, home-supporting; men 
u ho are far-sigh'.cd enough to realise 
that they cannot win and who are wil- 
liri!,- to accept three parts of a loaf bet- 
ter than no bread at all. Tl-ese men 
are very seldom heard rrom either in 
the transitory stages of the strike or

fear ot being- brande*:! as tiv.ltors to 
the £-.;:terui cause, and if thev do not 
strike with the others tney know that 
their homes are liable to be wrecked

This is the history of nlne-ienths of

though lamentable in those instances 
where men are struggling for undoubt- 
ed 
rights it Is practically inevitable. 


Take; 
the present strike for example. 


Tim miiie-owr.ers knew that .the walk- 
out was to come and they mad ; prepar- 
ation! accordingly. Coal was concen- 
trated at all '.liu principal polnls ot sun- 
ply and .such arrangements made that 
it was certain by continually raising 
the pric e of fuel as the stock decreased 
that the loss would fall more on the 
u.-er.s of the coal than the owners of 
tlie mines. All preparations were per- 
fected for a long seige and then when 
the strike came, tho coal barons sim- 
ply silt back and watched tlie storm go 
to 
pieces on the rocks of starvation.

their homes are liable to be wrecked 
or turned and they themselves subject- 
ed to assault and bodily harm, fre- 
quently to the extent of murder. They 
therefore walk out when the order is 
given and they stay out until it is safe 
to return to work thougri they are wil- 
ling to go back at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 


The principal factor though in termi- 


nating a strike is the lack of the sln- 
ev.'s of war.

it is dec-lared everything runs 


smoothly 
arid 
the 
strikers deceive 


themselves with the hope that things 
are all in their favor and that the own- 
ers must submit. Slowly but surely, 
the few dollars that each manmayhave 
saved art spent. He is under expenses 
without income. Pay-day comes around 
and passes by without the few dollars 
that usually took the place of those ex- 
pended during the week. When his 
money is gone his credit soon follows. 
Store-keepers do not care to part with 
their 
goods 
on such poorly backed 


promises as that they will be paid when 
the strike is over. Next comes inroads 
on whatever funds the strikers as a 
union :;may. have in hand. When these 
are dissipated 
appeals are made to 


other unions and federations. Finally 
comes' the time when all resources are 
gone, lawlessness generally ensues fnr 
a brief period, the local authorities in- 
terfere, the leaders of the strike are 
jailed, the others begin to waver, strag- 
glers starl returning ot work, the back- 
bone of the movement is broken-ond the 
strike is over. 


This is the history of nine-tenths of 


the 
lock-outs of latter days and al- 


though lamentable in those instances 
where men are struggling for undoubt- 
ed 
rights it Is practically inevitable. 


Take the present strike for example. 
The mine-owners knew that,the walk- 
out was to come and they made prepar- 
ations accordingly. Coal was concen- 
trated at all the principal points of sup- 
ply and such arrangements made that 
it was certain by continually raising 
the price of fuel as the stock decreased 
that the loss would fall more on the 
users o£ the coal than the owners of 
the mines. All preparations were per- 
fected for a long seige and then when 
the strike came, the coal barons sim- 
ply sat back and watched the storm go 
to 
pieces on the rocks of starvation. 


Practically the same story was told in 
the great strike of the A. R; U. an<2 it 
has 
been often repeated at various 


times in' different parts of .the country 
each time with the same ending and 
moral—that labor cannot buck against 
capital. .

There is just one manner in which 


all this sort of thing can be avoided 
and it is the only way in which Justice 
can be done to the working-man's end 
of it if he is in the right. There should 


a National Board of Arbitration to 


which 
should 
be referred all labor 


grievances. When 
troubles like the 


present one occur commissioners should 
personally and speedily Investigate. If 
the workingman is right the power of 
the Government should be lent to. his 
end of the fight and if he is wrong" the 
might of the authorities should be ex- 
ercised against him. This is of course 
only a general idea of the plan, there 
are many details all of which would 
not be so difficult to settle .that they 
would be impossible.

technique. Nothing, anyhow, answers 
exactly to our ideals—and our grandest 
efforts are but broken lights ot 
a 
matchless vision ot beauty and duty. 
If hi 'the superbest piece of music we 
discover unsatisfactory notes, or if in 
the fairest product of brusih or oh-isel 
we find flaws, or in the. finest master-

First, that the En- 
deavor regime works 'in antagonism to 
or in disharmony with the regular 
church "svorli, when 'the -wide-spread fact 
is that no helpers are brighter or more 
staunch, readier 
to assist*: or more

life, not cold mechanical virute, but a

speculative science, but a 
feel-ing in 
which aesthetic sensitiveness, an atti- 
tude of reverence and worship, a desire 
for un-worldiy communion, a g-low of 
love aihcl duty, a yearning and master 
passion for future 'ideals mingle their 
sweet an-d sanctifying- currents.

Endeavor slamds for a wise, loyal, well- 
regulated devotion to the highest in- 
terests. 
"Agailti, fear has. been expressed tliat 
Endeavor "vvaa thrusting too much into 
uhe background or neglecting bhe intel- 
lectual side of religious life. • To be sure 
a broad, liberal culture is a crowning 
grace, but Chriptiamity is not so much 
a • problem to be argued as a sweet, 
lofty life to be lived. As a sylloissm, 
a ohaiin of historic events, -a proof for 
the dry lig-ht of the 
understanding. 
Christianity is one thing; but as a rule 
of duty and a divine ideal, it is another 
thing—deeper and more essential. Yes, 
the creed, however simple or elaborate, 
art dresses- Itself more to our sense -of 
duty -than to OUT speculative thought. 
Faith is a criterion oi character, an 
et'hlcal as -well as an intellectual act. 
There is such a thing as unduly exalt- 
ing -Uh'e loigcal understanding above the 
prophetic insights of faith and good- 
ness. No douibt mental smartness ded- 
icated to the systematic study of re- 
ligious -will make-a, good -theologian, but 
not a man o'f .God; or else the degrees 
of divinity schools 'would be equivalent 
to diplomas ol sainthood. 
"•Practically' speaking, moral energies 
are more necessary than delica-te, wire- 
drawn distinctions. We utilize t>h&' cos-
